2. Citations and explanations 

The constitution described in claims 1 to 7 for a 
projection-type image display device wherein light emitted 
from a light source is modulated using a light bulb and 
projected is characterized in that an air-blowing device 
is provided which ionizes air and molecules in the air 
using an electrode on one side and causes the ions 
generated thereby to move to an electrode on the other 
side, thereby causing air motion, and ultraviolet rays 
emitted from the aforementioned light source are 
spectrally divided and made to be incident upon air blown 
by the aforementioned air-blowing device, is not disclosed 
in any of the documents cited in the international search 
report, nor is it an obvious constitution. 

Document JP 2001-330890 A (Matsushita Electric 
Industrial Co., Ltd.) cited in the international search 
report discloses a projection-type image display device 
equipped with a reflector having a cutout and with an air- 
blowing device, wherein light emitted from a light source 
is modulated using a light bulb and projected; document 
JP 10-241556 A (The Furukawa Electric Co., Ltd.) cited in 
the international search report discloses an image display 
device having electrodes arranged in a plurality of rows 
and being cooled by air motion generated by attracting to 
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electrodes on one side air that has been ionized by corona 
discharge at electrodes on the other side; and document 
JP 8-238441 A (Kansei Corp.) cited in the international 
search report discloses an electrode on one side for 
generating ion wind, said electrode comprising a metal 
plate having a plurality of pointed parts on an edge part; 
and thus, claims 8 to 13 do not involve an inventive step. 
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
